2.  Population. 

Immigration  has  produced  a  large  increase  in  the  population  of  the  town 
during  the  year,  and  it  is  difficult  to  form  an  accurate  estimate  of  the  actual 
population.  The  number  of  dwelling  houses,  as  ascertained  from  the  Rate 
Book  in  October,  1933,  was  20,387,  and  of  these,  about  700  were  known  to  be 
empty.  The  number  of  persons  per  individual  family,  as  ascertained  from  the 
last  census,  was  3'8,  and  applying  this  figure  to  the  number  of  inhabited  houses 
we  arrive  at  a  population  of  about  75,000.  This  figure  is  probably  on  the  low 
side,  but  the  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  population  of  72,410  is  used  in 
calculating  the  death  and  birth  rates,  &c.

Section  B. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 

4.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

[a)  General.  The  Luton  Nursing  Association,  which  was  formed  last 
year,  has  made  excellent  progress,  and  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Secretary, 
the  following  figures  are  reproduced  to  show  the  activities  of  the  Association  :  - 

“Seven  Nurses  are  employed,  and  during  the  year  they  paid  16,476  visits. 
In  addition,  266  visits  were  paid  to  a  local  factory,  where  1,501  treatments 
were  carried  out. 

“Arrangements  are  being  made  with  certain  Companies  to  provide  nursing 
under  Group  Insurance  Schemes,  and  for  the  after-care  of  Hospital  patients. 

“  The  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  Luton  No.  Ill  Division,  is  now 
complete  with  a  Ladies’  Section  and  Medical  Comforts  Depot,  and  articles  for 
the  sick  room,  furniture,  &c.,  can  be  obtained  at  a  moment’s  notice.” 

(b)  Infectious  cases  not  removed  to  Hospital  are  generally  nursed  by 
parents.  Severe  cases  are  often  attended  by  the  Parish  Nurse  and  the  Health 
Visitors.  During  the  year  58’4%  of  the  cases  of  the  notifiable  infectious 
diseases,  for  which  hospital  accommodation  is  provided,  were  removed  to 
hospital. 

MIDWIVES.  No  municipal  midwives  are  employed.  14  midwives  practise 
in  the  town,  and  4  qualified  midwives  staff  the  Borough  Maternity  Home.

6.  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

It  is  a  well  recognised  fact  that  safe  maternity  depends  largely  on  the 
rearing  and  maintenance  of  a  healthy  population.  Although  our  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  has  declined  so  satisfactorily  in  recent  years,  little  improvement 
has  been  obtained  in  Maternal  Mortality.  There  are  certain  women,  fortunately 
few  in  numbers,  in  which  pregnancy  and  parturition  can  only  be  experienced  at 
a  risk  which  should  not  be  incurred.  On  the  other  hand,  many  of  the  deaths 
among  maternal  cases  could  be  prevented  if  the  necessary  expert  medical  and 
hospital  provisions  were  available.  This  fact  has  long  been  recognised,  and 
has  been  responsible  for  the  growth  of  Maternity  Homes  and  Ante  Natal 
Clinics  all  over  the  Country.  By  means  of  proper  Ante  Natal  supervision, 
many  conditions  which  would  give  rise  to  serious  complications  at  parturition 
can  be  detected  and  remedied,  and  it  is  in  this  manner  we  hope  to  reduce 
Maternal  Mortality.  The  “  preventable  ”  deaths  should  be  prevented,  and 
every  effort  made  to  save  the  lives  of  those  unfortunate  few  who  ought  never 
to  have  become  pregnant.  The  Notification  of  Births  Act  has  had  a  salutary 
effect  on  Infant  Mortality,  and  one  wonders  if  notification  of  “  Pregnancy  ” 
could  not  be  employed  to  reduce  the  risks  of  parturition. 

Our  local  figures  for  the  year  1933  show  that  we  lost  one  mother  from 
puerperal  sepsis,  equal  to  a  death-rate  of  l'Ol  per  1,000  of  the  total  births,  as 
against  a  rate  of  1*71  for  the  Country  as  a  whole.  But  our  figures  for  other 
accidents  of  pregnancy  compare  very  unfavourably  with  the  general  rate. 
5  deaths  were  recorded  under  this  heading,  giving  a  death-rate  of  5*06  per  1,000 
births— double  the  rate  for  the  Country  generally.  Our  efforts  must  be  to 
reduce  this  latter  figure,  and  here  Ante  Natal  care  will  have  beneficial  results. 

Infant  Mortality. 

44  children  under  one  year  of  age  died  during  the  year,  as  compared  with 
49  in  1932.  The  Infantile  Death  Rate,  i.e.,  the  deaths  of  children  under  one 
year  of  age  per  1,000  live  births  is  46.

The  fact  that  in  industrial  communities  so  many  children  die  as  a  direct 
result  of  ante-natal  conditions,  emphasises  the  great  necessity  for  a  careful 
consideration  of  the  measures  which  promise  most  successfully  to  influence 
them  for  the  better.  There  is  greater  need  for  this  when  one  considers  that  the 
Birth  Rate  of  the  country  is  steadily  declining,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  natural 
importance  to  conserve  infant  life  as  far  as  possible.  The  Ante-Natal  Clinic 
which  has  been  established  in  the  town  is  endeavouring  to  serve  these  needs, 
and  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  gives  evidence  that  the 
services  are  appreciated.  The  ante-natal  factors  which  adversely  affect  the 
child’s  chances  of  life  may  be  summarised  as  follows : — 

(a)  With  regard  to  the  Parents.  Healthy  offsprings  cannot  be  obtained 
from  a  diseased  or  enfeebled  stock,  and  we  are  well  aware  that  the  health  of 
the  child  is  greatly  influenced  by  the  health  of  the  parents,  more  especially  by 
the  health  and  nutrition  of  the  mother.  At  the  same  time  it  must  not  be  lost 
sight  of  that  husbands  who  neglect  to  provide  suitable  food  and  treatment  for 
their  wives  during  pregnancy  also,  indirectly,  contribute  to  the  dangers  to  the 
child.  These  cases  of  parental  neglect  are  extremely  difficult  to  discover  from 
one  or  other  of  the  following  reasons  : — 

(l)  The  long  suffering  and  uncomplaining  nature  of  the  wives, 
and  (2)  That  through  custom,  the  wives  have  come  to  regard  this  neglect 
as  a  matter  of  course. 

(b)  Syphilis.  The  control  of  sufferers  from  this  disease  presents  many 
and  great  difficulties.  The  present  arrangements  for  treatment  are  far  from 
satisfactory,  as  the  main  factor  in  such  treatment  is  the  voluntary  submission 
of  the  patients. 


(c)  Alcoholism  prejudicially  affects  the  child  in  two  ways: — 

(1)  Directly,  by  undermining  the  health  and  constitution  of  the 

parents,  and  thereby  rendering  them  open  to  contract  various 
diseases,  colds,  pneumonia,  &c.,  all  of  which  result  in  impaired 
vitality  ;  and 

(2)  Indirectly,  by  preventing  the  supply  of  proper  and  sufficient  food 

and  clothing,  owing  to  wages  being  squandered  in  drink. 

(d)  Ignorance  on  the  part  of  the  Mothers.  This  is  undoubtedly  a  very 
important  causative  agent  in  the  wastage  of  infant  life.  Many  women  are 
entirely  ignorant  of  the  elementary  facts  concerning  the  hygiene  of  pregnancy. 
They  are  also  ignorant  of  the  food  values  of  various  articles  of  diet,  and 
frequently  indulge  in  food-stuffs  quite  unfitted  for  their  requirements.  Visits 
by  the  Health  Visitor  can  do  much  to  correct  these  mistakes,  but  early 
notification  of  the  pregnancy  is  essential.  In  this  sphere,  also,  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  can  do  much  good. 

(e)  Occupation.  In  this  town  we  frequently  meet  with  the  pregnant 
mother  who  is  herself  a  worker,  and  perhaps  the  mainstay  of  the  family.  If 
such  a  woman  be  compelled  to  cease  work,  she  will  be  unable  to  make  proper 
provision  for  her  lying-in  period.  The  National  Health  Insurance  Benefits 
do  not  cover  the  latter  months  of  pregnancy,  when  rest  is  essential,  and  until  it 
does,  this  difficulty  must  continue.  Some  Societies  have  already  extended  the 
Benefit  to  include  a  payment  for  the  last  two  months  of  pregnancy,  and  this 
practice  could,  with  great  advantage,  be  made  general, 
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(f)  Poverty.  Here  we  have  a  cause  for  which  it  is  extremely  difficult, 
almost  impossible,  to  suggest  a  remedy.  Charitable  Institutions  and  Societies 
do  a  great  deal  to  alleviate  the  known  sufferers,  but  it  is  the  case  which  is  too 
proud  and  independent  to  ask  for  assistance  that  suffers  most.  From  whatever 
cause  the  poverty  arises,  alcoholism  or  laziness,  the  results  are  the  same,  and 
the  effect  on  the  child  is  pronounced. 

There  are  other  “  pre-natal  factors  ”  having  an  injurious  effect  on  children, 
such  as  the  presence  of  Heart  or  Kidney  Disease  in  the  mother,  but  these  are 
cases  for  medical  treatment  and  dieting.  Every  opportunity  is  taken  by  the 
Health  Visitors  to  advise  expectant  mothers  on  the  general  principles  of  health 
and  the  puerperium,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  record  that  these  “  talks  ”  are  very 
much  appreciated.

Section  C.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

8.  {a)  Water.  Luton  has  an  abundant  supply  of  excellent  water  of  high 
bacterial  purity,  derived  from  deep  wells  in  the  chalk  and  distributed  by  the 
Luton  Water  Company.  The  supply  is  constant  through  iron  pipes,  and  in  a 
number  of  instances  the  supply  is  derived  from  standpipes.  There  is  no 
possibility  of  the  source  of  supply  being  contaminated.  In  the  recently  added 
portion  of  the  Borough  the  water  supply  is  partly  on  the  constant  system  from 
the  same  source  as  the  Old  Borough  and  partly  from  wells,  where,  in  the 
absence  of  information  concerning  same  and  because  the  River  Lee  rises  in 
the  district,  it  is  presumed  that  most  of  them  are  shallow  in  character.  The 
latest  Analyst’s  Report  is  appended  (August,  1933) : —

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Sample  No.  84.  This  is  a  fairly  soft  water  exhibiting  evidence  of  much  pollution  and  quite 
unsuitable  for  dietetic  use.  Supply  used  for  cleaning  purposes  only.  Dietary  supply 
drawn  from  the  main. 

Sample  No.  85.  This  is  a  soft  water  exhibiting  evidence  of  pollution  and  its  use  for  dietetic 
purposes  must  be  condemned.  The  premises  where  this  sample  was  taken  have  been 
permanently  vacated. 

Sample  No.  92.  This  sample  was  taken  from  the  swimming  pool  in  the  Public  Baths  and 
therefore  the  question  of  dietetic  use  does  not  arise.  As  a  bath  water  it  cannot  be 
regarded  as  unsatisfactory. 

Sample  No.  95.  This  water  exhibits  evidence  of  considerable  sewage  pollution  and  is  there¬ 
fore  quite  unfit  for  dietetic  use.  (The  sample  was  taken  from  the  River  Lee  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Children’s  Paddling  Pool  in  the  Lee  Ward). 

Sample  No.  96.  This  water  must  be  regarded  with  suspicion,  and  in  its  present  state  it 
cannot  be  recommended  for  dietetic  use.  It  would  be  well  to  have  it  examined  again 
shortly.  (Sample  taken  from  a  newly-erected  dwelling  house).  Supply  from  main  not 
available. 

Sample  No.  97.  Although  this  water  is  not  of  the  highest  degree  of  purity,  it  might  be  used 
without  injury  to  health,  but  it  should  be  kept  under  observation.  (Sample  taken  from  a 
newly-erected  dwelling  house).  Supply  from  main  not  available. 

Sample  No.  98.  This  is  a  soft  water  obviously  much  polluted  and  quite  unfit  for  ordinary 
use.  (The  sample  was  supplied  from  a  Cowshed,  since  when  an  undertaking  has  been 
given  by  the  owner  that  he  would  cease  to  use  this  source  cf  water  supply  for  dairy 
purposes). 

( b )  Drainage  and  Sewerage.  (1)  The  drainage  of  the  old  part  of 
the  Borough  is  semi-separate  in  character,  the  whole  of  the  soil-water  sewage 
being  dealt  with  by  filtration  and  the  effluent  returned  to  the  River  Lee  at  a 
point  where  the  river  leaves  the  Borough. 

(9)  Rivers  and  Streams.  The  River  Lee,  which  rises  in  the  Borough, 
is  only  a  tiny  stream  as  it  passes  through  the  town.  Many  large  work  premises 
are  situated  on  its  banks,  and  complaints  of  offensive  emanations  are  not 
uncommon.  These  happenings  have  at  once  been  investigated  and  the  trouble 
quickly  abated.  No  really  serious  pollution  has  been  discovered.  The  Lee, 
after  passing  through  the  town,  receives  the  effluent  from  the  Corporation 
Sewage  Works,  and,  as  the  river  afterwards  helps  to  supply  the  City  of 
London  with  drinking  water,  every  precaution  is  taken  to  ensure  as  pure  an 
effluent  as  possible.  Samples  are  taken  regularly  and  are,  on  the  whole,  very 
satisfactory.  The  town  has  one  representative  on  the  Lee  Conservancy  Board. 

(10)  ( a )  Closet  Accommodation.  (1)  The  whole  of  the  closet  accom¬ 
modation  in  the  old  part  of  the  Borough  is  on  the  water  carriage  system,  there 
being  not  more  than  50  premises  which  drain  into  cesspools. 

(2)  In  the  extended  portion  of  the  Borough  the  closet  accommodation  is  of 
a  mixed  character.  Earth  closets,  pail  closets  and  water  closets  draining  into 
cesspools,  whilst  those  premises  abutting  on  to  the  Old  Borough  Boundary  are 
mostly  drained  into  the  Council’s  sewage  system. 

(3)  Where  possible,  all  Cesspools  are  emptied  by  mechanical  plant,  but 
where  such  emptying  is  impossible,  a  hand-winch  and  buckets  are  employed. 
All  pail  closets  are  emptied  once  a  week  between  10  p.m.  and  6  a.m.,  and 
dumb  wells  or  cesspools  as  occasion  requires.  The  contents  of  most  cesspools 
are  discharged  into  the  Council’s  sewers,  the  remainder  being  broadcast  on 
crops  and  grass  land. 

(b)  Public  Cleansing.  (1)  All  dry  house  refuse  is  disposed  of  by 
Incineration  and  uncontrolled  Tipping.  During  the  year,  complaint  was  lodged 
with  the  Borough  Surveyor  concerning  a  nuisance  arising  from  the  Public 
Refuse  Tip  being  on  fire, 
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All  house  refuse  is  collected  weekly  by  horse-drawn  or  motor  vehicles. 
The  following  Table  shows  the  weight  of  refuse  collected  during  the  year,  from 
figures  supplied  by  the  Borough  Engineer

When  cases  are  removed  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals,  the  dwellings 
and  all  articles  exposed  to  infection  are  disinfected  as  quickly  as  possible  after 
the  patient’s  removal.  In  cases  of  home  isolation,  disinfection  is  carried  out 
immediately  upon  receipt  of  a  post  card  from  the  Medical  Practitioner  in 
attendance,  stating  that  the  patient  has  recovered  and  that  the  room,  &c.,  is 
ready  for  disinfection. 

Post  Cards  for  the  above  purpose,  also  a  pamphlet  of  plain  directions  for 
preventing  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases,  are  supplied,  and  intimation 
conveyed  that  a  supply  of  disinfecting  fluid  can  be  obtained  from  the  Public 
Health  Department.

Survey  of  Housing  Conditions  within  the  Borough. 

Sub-section  (1)  of  Section  25  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  prescribes  that: — 

“It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  local  authority  to  consider  the  housing 
conditions  in  their  area  and  the  needs  of  the  area  with  respect  to  the 
provision  of  further  housing  accommodation  for  the  working  classes,  and 
for  that  purpose  to  review  the  information  which  has  been  brought  to 
their  notice,  either  as  a  result  of  inspections  or  surveys  carried  out 
under  Section  8  of  the  principal  Act  or  otherwise,  and  as  often  as 
occasion  arises,  or  within  three  months  after  notice  has  been  given  to 
them  by  the  Minister,  to  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Minister  proposals 
for  the  provision  of  new  houses  for  the  working  classes,  distinguishing 
those  houses  which  the  authority  propose  to  provide  for  the  purpose 
rendering  accommodation  available  for  persons  to  be  displaced  by,  or 
in  consequence  of,  action  taken  by  the  authority  under  this  Act.” 

Sub-section  (2)  of  Section  25  prescribes  that  : — 

“In  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty  and  in  each  fifth  succeeding 
year  the  council  of  every  borough  or  other  urban  district  which  for  the 
time  being  contains,  according  to  the  latest  published  return  of  the 
Register  General,  a  population  of  more  than  twenty  thousand  shall 
furnish  to  the  Minister,  in  addition  to  any  proposals  submitted  to  them 
under  the  last  preceding  Sub-section,  a  general  statement  of  the  measures 
which  they  propose  to  take  during  the  five  next  succeeding  years  for 
dealing  with  housing  conditions  in  their  area  and  the  provision  of  further 
housing  accommodation.” 

The  Standard  of  Fitness  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  prescribes  that  a  fit 
house  should  be  :  — 

(1)  Free  from  serious  dampness; 

(2)  Satisfactorily  lighted  and  ventilated  ; 

(3)  Properly  drained  and  provided  with  adequate  sanitary  conveniences 

and  with  a  sink  and  suitable  arrangements  for  disposing  of  slop 
water  ;  and 

(4)  In  good  general  repair  ;  and  should  have 

(5)  A  satisfactory  water  supply  ; 

(6)  Adequate  washing  accommodation; 

(7)  Adequate  facilities  for  preparing  and  cooking  food  ;  and 

(8)  A  well-ventilated  store  for  food. 

Section  17  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  prescribes  that  : — 

“(1)  Where  a  local  authority,  upon  consideration  of  an  official  representa¬ 
tion,  or  a  report  from  any  of  their  officers,  or  other  information  in  their 
possession,  are  satisfied  that  any  dwelling-house  which  is  occupied  or  is 
of  a  type  suitable  for  occupation  by  persons  of  the  working  classes  is  in 
any  respect  unfit  for  human  habitation,  they  shall  unless  they  are 
satisfied  that  it  is  not  capable  at  a  reasonable  expense  of  being  rendered 
so  fit,  serve  upon  such  person  as  is  hereinafter  mentioned  a  notice 
requiring  him,  within  such  reasonable  time,  not  being  less  than  twenty- 
one  days,  as  may  be  specified  in  the  notice,  to  execute  the  works 
specified  in  the  notice  and  stating  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  authority, 
those  works  will  render  the  house  fit  for  human  habitation.” 
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“(4)  In  determining  for  the  purpose  of  this  Part  of  this  Act  whether  a 
dwelling-house  can  be  rendered  fit  for  human  habitation  at  a  reasonable 
expense,  regard  shall  be  had  to  the  estimated  cost  of  the  works  necessary 
to  render  it  so  fit  and  the  value  which  it  is  estimated  that  the  dwelling- 
house  will  have  when  the  works  are  completed.” 

Having  regard  to  the  foregoing,  the  following  Report  has  been  prepared 
to  show  the  immediate  requirements  of  the  Borough  : — 


18.  Housing  Survey,  1931. 

Report. 

1.  The  houses  on  the  attached  Schedule  consist  almost  entirely  of  parts 
of  the  old  village  of  Luton. 

2.  In  addition  to  structural  defects  due  to  neglect  and  old  age,  these 
houses  fall  far  short  of  the  modern  standard  of  dwelling-house,  and,  in  those 
houses  represented,  the  cost  of  rendering  the  houses  reasonably  fit  for  human 
habitation  would  be  prohibitive. 

3.  In  addition  to  the  dilapidated  condition  of  the  buildings,  they  are  so 
crowded  on  the  sites  that  it  would  be  useless  to  deal  with  them  individually. 

4.  They  have,  therefore,  been  grouped  into  two  classes  : — 

( a )  Houses  which  should  be  treated  as  a  Clearance  Area,  i.e.  the 

site  cleared  Completely,  and 

(b)  Those  houses  which  should  be  dealt  with  as  an  Improve¬ 

ment  Area. 

5.  Although  many  of  these  houses  contain  serious  structural  defects,  they 
are  not  of  the  actual  “slum”  type  as  met  with  in  large  cities,  and  in  many 
instances  the  overcrowding  on  the  site  is  not  acute. 

6.  The  average  rents  of  the  properties  dealt  with  are  much  below  the 
present  rental  of  houses  of  the  same  size,  and  it  is  only  fair  to  state  that  for 
the  additional  rent  the  occupiers  would  obtain  many  advantages  such  as  baths, 
private  lavatories,  and  water  laid  on  in  each  house. 

7.  The  total  number  of  houses  for  demolition  in  Group  (a)  is  111, 
accommodating  400  persons,  an  average  of  3‘6  persons  per  house,  and  in  Group 
(b)  79  houses,  comprising  283  persons,  practically  3'6  persons  per  house, 

8.  190  houses,  therefore,  can  be  considered  as  coming  under  the  purview 
of  the  Housing  Act  as  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  for  the  tenants  displaced 
therefrom  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  alternative  accommodation. 

9.  The  difficulties  in  re-housing  displaced  tenants  are  many  and  onerous. 

10.  The  Re-housing  Scheme  should,  if  possible,  provide  for  a  breaking 
up  of  the  old  neighbours,  and  for  that  reason  it  would  be  advisable  to  prepare 
a  Schedule  of  the  displaced  tenants  under  the  following  heads  :  — 

(a)  Likely  to  make  good  tenants  ; 

( b )  Doubtful  tenants  (for  observation  at  intervals)  ;  and 

(c)  Careless  tenants  (for  continual  observation). 

11.  The  Scheme  is  so  arranged  that  the  whole  could  be  dealt  with  in  5 
years.

On  the  4th  April,  1933, 
a  parcel  of  Herrings  in  Tomato  Sauce  was 
purchased  informally  and  upon  the  Analyst 
reporting  the  presence  of  3’85  grains  of  tin 
per  pound,  the  matter  was  taken  up  with 
the  Local  Wholesaler,  the  London  Dis¬ 
tributors  and  Scottish  Packers,  when  it  was 
found  that  chemical  action  was  taking  place 
particularly  at  the  corners  of  the  tins,  and 
the  whole  of  the  supply  was  withdrawn 
from  the  Retailers,  and  other  Local  Author¬ 
ities  notified  of  action  taken.

27.  Venereal  Diseases. 

Venereal  Diseases  are  treated  gratis  at  the  Dispensary  in  Luton.  This 
work  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council,  and  the  Venereal  Diseases  Officer 
reports  on  this  work  to  that  body.  Complete  secrecy  is  observed,  all  patients 
being  enrolled  by  a  number  only. 


28.  Pemphigus  Neonatorum. 

Early  in  January,  several  children  in  the  nursery  at  the  Borough  Maternity 
Home  were  found  to  have  developed  small  blisters  in  various  parts  of  the  body, 
especially  the  fingers  and  toes.  When  the  matter  was  first  reported  to  the 
Medical  Officer,  three  children  were  found  to  be  affected,  their  ages  being  6 
days,  10  days,  and  3  weeks  respectively.  These  children  were  immediately 
isolated  with  a  special  nurse. 

Further  enquiry  elicited  the  fact  that  two  other  children,  before  discharge, 
had  had  slight  blisters  on  their  faces.  All  these  cases  were,  undoubtedly, 
Pemphigus,  and,  recognising  the  gravity  of  the  condition  as  it  affected  the 
Home,  the  following  steps  were  at  once  taken  :  — 

(a)  The  three  infected  children  were  immediately  sent  home  and  supervised 
there  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

(b)  Both  nurseries  at  the  Home  were  thoroughly  cleansed  and  disinfected 
with  all  the  contents. 

(c)  The  remaining  cases  in  the  Home  were  discharged  as  soon  as  possible, 
and  4  fresh  admissions  were  accommodated  in  the  Bute  Nursing  Home  until 
the  Home  premises  were  completely  disinfected.  These  actions  proved 
completely  successful,  and  since  that  date  no  further  cases  have  developed. 

In  all,  9  children  were  involved,  and  all  made  complete  recoveries.
